The Minutes of the regular meeting of August 27, 19US, were read, and upon motion of Councilman

Alford, were adopted as read by the following votet "aye«," Councilmon Alford, Oillia, Mayor Miller, nnd

Councilman Wolf; "nayo," none; Councilman Bartholomew absent.

Ayere K. ROBS, Attorney, came before the C0uncll and nuked that, in view of existing clrciimetnncao,

the application of J« W. Doran for a taxlaab driver's permit heretofore denied, be reconsidered and that

the same be granted on a 90-day probationary basis.

any underground utility danafiod during the construction of llneo named in thin renolutlon*

The Ordinance was then read the third time and Councilman Ollllo moved that the Ordinance be finally

paused* The motion was seconded by Councilman Wolf, and the same prevailed by the following vote; "ayes,"

Councilman Alford, 0111IB, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; "nays, none; Councilman Bartholomew absent.
